They immediately went to 
that part of the hostelry occupied by 
the Glee Club members 
Then they 
proceeded to enjoy themselves to their 
utmost capacity.

ished until every guest within a radius 


of a quarter of a mile was aroused. 
When the manager put in an appear­ 
ance quiet was restored, without bis 
finding out the guilty parties. 


He laid the blame upon the singers, 
and sent them each a very pertinent 
little note, stating that if there were 
any more such disturbances they would 
be requested to take iheir departure. 
They were highly indignant and sought 
the manager immediately to straighten 
out matters.
